SCRATCHING POST 

Every cat owner knows how cats 
like to sharpen their claws on some- 
thing.

So I’d like to tell 
your readers how we made a “cat 
scratcher” that our cats like and use 
unmercifully. My husband got a piece 
of wood about 5” in diameter, and 15” 
long. He nailed it onio a 1” by 6%” by 
16” board. This allowed the board to 
extend on either side about 51%”, giv- 
ing balance to the “scratcher.” I cov- 
ered the upper end of the stick with 
heavy cloth and tacked it into place 
with small staples. Then I wound 
strips of the heavy cloth around the 
stick, sewing it in place as I pro- 
gressed. I used the good parts of old 
work pants, but carpeting, canvas or 
something similar could be used.

Working with animals is one of the 
most fascinating of occupations. This 
applies not only to cats, but to dogs, 
horses, goats, rabbits, or any other 
four-footed creature. The pride of 
ownership, the feeling of being a life 
sustainer to his charges, the self-satis- 
faction in watching them bloom and 
develop under his ministrations, far 
outweigh the effort and expense such 
possessions require. Anyone who has 
had animals for a hobby will testify to 
the truth of these observations; any 
“Doubting Thomas” has only to ac- 
quire a few animals of the type he 
especially admires, to find out for 
himself. 

In selecting cats for a hobby, there 
is such a wide variety of colors and 
types to choose from, both in the 
long and short-haired groups, that 
one may be put to it to decide which 
kind to select. A little correspondence, 
a visit to a few catteries, or best of 
all, a visit to a cat show, will answer 
this question. Some catteries house 
several varieties and are little cat 
shows in themselves, but most breed- 
ers are specialists devoting their time 
to only one or two colors or breeds. 
For this reason, if one wishes to look 
over the field before making a final 
decision, he should try to visit a cat 
show. 

An All Breed exhibition normally 
has on display Persians in all colors, 
Siamese, Burmese, Manx. Domestic 
Short Hairs, and sometimes an Abys- 
sinian. In cats, there is a type to suit

every taste and it is really remarkable 
how one will find himself drawn irri- 
sistibly to a particular color or breed. 
In walking up and down the cat show 
aisles one may pass a certain cage a 
dozen times, but as though by a mag- 
net he’ll find himself drawn back again 
and again, captivated by a little pixie 
face. When this happens, one KNOWS 
he has found his ideal! 


It is my opinion that the casual 
hobbyist, the one who wishes to par- 
ticipate in cat club activities but does 
not want to go into the thing seriously, 
should limit himself to not more than 
four cats. This is a large enough num- 
ber to enjoy without becoming a bur- 
den. 


Those uninterested in the scientific 
angle of breeding, but who desire to 
own a few cats for house pets and to 
show, would do well to consider neut- 
ers. The neuter is such a treasure, 
gentle, well-mannered and remaining 
showy the larger part of the year. 
The altered male does not spray and 
the altered female does not shatter 
the night’s stillness with her plaintive 
cries. They grow larger than the nor- 
mal cat, especially blues and creams, 
and invariably attract quite a circle of 
admirers at the shows. Today there 
are so few neuters on exhibition in our 
shows that anyone coming out with 
an especially lovely one would un- 
doubtedly run up an imposing record. 


One need not be a breeder to enjoy 
the Cat Fancy. One may engage in 
club activities for the contacts and 
to provide an interesting pastime. Club 
membership lists all over the coun- 
try include a percentage of “non-pro- 
fessionals.” They are usually an en- 
thusiastic group and this enthusiasm 
makes them valuable at show time 
when every hand is needed to carry 
out the staggering number of details 
that go into the staging of such an 
event. 


Ospecially dear to the hobbyist, 
even more so than the breeder, is 
the publicity in connection with his 
cats. The newspaper pictures, the mag- 
azine comments, a television appear- 
ance or radio interview, any one of 
these is enough to create a rosy glow 
and a feeling of all’s well with the 
world. 


Then there is the matter of cat 
show cages. Because hobbyists do not 
usually accept exhibiting as the dead- 
ly serious business it is to breeders, 
they are apt to concentrate on creat- 
ing a beautiful or unusual setting for 
their entries. L’ve seen neuters benched 
royally enough to suit a queen. Velvet

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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 6— CAT MAGAZINES 
BY CHARLES A. KENNY

Framework upon which the Ameri- 
ean Cat Fancy has flourished during 
its fifty-year history, has been the 
parade of cat magazines that has 
passed by, beginning with “The Cat 
Journal” founded by C. H. Jones of 
Palmyra, N. Y., in 1901. 

With one or two exceptions, these 
publications struggled for a few years, 
but folded eventually because of lack 
of funds, or merged with another cat 
publication for the same reason. Few, 
if any, were financial successes at any 
time during their span. 

Many of the founders of these pub- 
lications were experts as far as their 
knowledge of The Cat was concerned, 
but were unprepared financially to em- 
bark on a career of publishing. Some 
did have the technical knowledge of 
writing and editing, but knew abso- 
lutely nothing about the business end 
of the venture. Love of cats was their 
only reason for launching their pub- 
lications. Results were loss of savings, 
2a broken heart and ill health, 

They counted heavily on the sup- 
port of the American Cat Fancy by 
its advertising. They were fooled. The 
Fancy has never supported a cat pub- 
lication, even to the present day. 

Perhaps the most “successful” of 
the cat magazine was “The Cat Cour- 
ier” which made its debut in Roches- 
ter, N. Y. in 1912, and continued until 
1938 when it was “merged” with “The 
Cat Gazette.” It was founded origin- 
ally as a weekly by Mrs. Elizabeth 
L. Brace, the outstanding judge in 
America in her day. When she died 
in November 1918, Mrs. Gertrude E. 
Taylor of Syracuse, N. Y. acquired 
the property. Mrs. Taylor operated 
perhaps the largest mail order pet 
products business and she employed 
the Courier as a “house organ” and 
monthly price list of her offerings for 
sale. The funds lost from publishing 
the magazine were returned with the 
profits from orders from customers. 

Mrs. Taylor was actively engaged 
in exhibiting and judging, and it is 
believed that she made more contacts 
with cat owners throughout the coun- 
try than any personality ever con- 
nected with the Cat Fancy. Thus her 
use of “The Cat Courier” in her busi- 
ness was a success, Not “The Cat 
Courier!” 

“The Cat Courier” was a continua- 
tion of America’s first cat magazine, 
“The Cat Journal,” launched after Mr.

Jones was forced to give up because 
of illness. Like “The Cat Courier,” 
Jones operated the Journal as a 
monthly price catalog of medicines 
and other items for the cat owner. A 
major project aside from this was his 
Crystal Cat Refuge in Palmyra, dedi- 
cated to the finding of homes for 
strays, throughout the United States. 
In 1906, the Stud Listings of the Cat 
Fanciers Associaion were first pub- 
lished in the Journal. 

Jones was a familiar figure at the 
cat shows and was an exhibitor of 
Brown Tabbies. He also was interest- 
ed in Pomeranian dogs and for a time 
published a magazine titled “The Pet 
Dog,” beginning in 1908. 

In 1921 Mrs. Taylor moved “The Cat 
Courier” to Detroit, where it remained 
until its merger in May 1938. 

On June 25, 1903, Volume 1, Number 
1 of “The Cat Review” appeared out 
of Dayton, Ohio, owned and published 
by Mr. and Mrs. Oliver L. Dosch. 
They originally operated the Stillwa- 
ter Cattery and specialized in Silvers. 
Needless to say, the publication was 
concerned only with the activities of 
the Cat Fancy and offered little of 
interest to the ordinary cat owner. 
In 1907, “The Cat Review” moved to 
Elizabeth, N. J. 

It was in 1908, America boasted five 
cat magazines. It must have been the 
Cat Fancy’s best year. Aside from 
“The Cat Journal” and “The Cat Re- 
view,” two West Coast periodicals 
were launched, These were “The Sun- 
set Cat Journal,” published by Mrs. 
Mabel E. Aten of Mill Valley, Calif., 
and “The Western Cat Review,” 
owned by H. C. Hinds of San Fran- 
cisco. The fifth publication was “The 
Cattanarian,” but unfortunately the 
writer has never obtained a copy to 
learn more about it. Extracts appear- 
ing in the other cat magazines and 
credited to “The Cattanarian” give 
rise to the belief that it may have 
been Canadian-owned. 

In 1910, “The Cat Review” merged 
the two California publications, at the 
same time moving its headquarters to 
Orange, N. J. In 1917, Jenny Rose 
Kroeh, treasurer of the Cat Fanciers 
Association, became associated with 
Mrs. Dosch as publisher, and the fol- 
lowing year assumed editorship. In 
1920, Helen E. Brown took control 
and moved it to New York City where 
it remained in operation until March

1926, when it was “sold” to Mrs. W. 
L. Pearson and Mrs. Shannon D. 
Smith, both of Houston, Texas. The 
final issue known to exist was dated 
September 1928, 

In December 1932, “The Cat World” 
was launched in Chicago by Miss Lon-

The ceiling was—and, thanks to the 
rescue work of a young assistant 
bricklayer, still is—in the room that 
will be occupied by expectant mothers, 
when the new St Barnabas Houses at 
304 Mulberry Street, New York City, 
opens. Blackie is a good-looking young 
cat that had been a favorite with the 
steamfitters and other construction 
tradesmen, who bought her sardines 
and such.

$800 They couldn’t be left there, but 
how could they be got out? 

Something had to be done. An agent 
of the American Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals was 
summoned. He joined the throng that 
already included the Rev. William E.

gina Cichowicz and Miss Dorothy Nei- 
man. The publication was profusely 
illustrated and showed signs of being 
the best edited of the efforts up to 
that date. The famous writings on 
Siamese by Frederick B. Eddy were 
featured and soon the Cat Fanciers 
Association stud listings were publish- 
ed. The magazine was designed only 
for the Cat Fancy. Last known issue 
on record is that dated October 1934. 

The first issue of “The Pacific Cat 
Review” appeared under the dateline 
of March 1933 and was published by 
Miss Alice G. Phillips of San Fran- 
cisco with the farewell number dated 
November 1934. Four years later in 
December 1938, Miss Phillips brought 
out “Our Cats” at Inverness, Calif. 
When she moved East she associated 
her magazine with John C. Gerstner 
of Mt. Kisco, N. Y., but the publica- 
tion was irregularly published. Last 
known copy was dated January 1948. 
Recently it has been rumored that 
“Our Cats’ will resume, with Mr. 
and Mrs. Silas Andrews of East Mea- 
dow, N. Y. publishing it. Mrs. An- 
drews is president of the Cat Fanciers 
Federation, and a well known judge 
and breeder of Smokes. 


Perhaps the best cat magazine to 
appear in America, was “The Cat Ga- 
zette’” which made its bow with the 
issue dated October 1934, edited by 
Frederick B. Eddy of Red Bank, N. J., 
and managed by John Paul Dorland of 
Rutledge, Pa. Many of the present day 
feline experts got their start writing 
for the Gazette. The publication was 
professionally presented and contain- 
ed a well rounded choice of editorial 
material not only interesting to the 
Fancier but to the ordinary cat owner 
as well. Even a serialized novel, “Mur- 
der at Poictesme Cattery” was includ- 
ed. The publication acquired the Cat 
Fanciers Association stud listings and 
boasted a sprinkling of national ad- 
vertising to add to its professional ap- 
pearance. In June of 1935, “The Cat 
Gazette” passed into the possession 
of Mrs. Agnes V. Hildebrand of De- 
troit, and three years later she merged 
“The Cat Courier.” In November 1939, 
the publication, “All Pets,” published 
by O. C. Lightner of Chicago, incor- 
porated the Gazette. 

Similar in format to the Gazette, was 
“The Cat Digest” which was present- 
ed for the first time by Mrs. Dorothy 
Grubler of Cincinnati in September 
1940. The publication departmentaliz- 
ed the various breeds of cats with 


special columns devoted to each. Mrs. - 


Grubler, always a champion for the 
ordinary cat, featured a breezy col- 
umn titled Tabby Digest. The pressure 
of the War and the lack of paper plus 
other restrictions forced “The Cat Di- 
gest” to suspend, the last known issue 
being dated March 1942. 

The cat magazines of the past have 
kept the American Cat Fancy alive, 
but it is believed that the Cat Fancy 
collectively is unappreciative of the 


hard work, the disappointments and 
the effort and huge expense involved 
in the production of a periodical de- 
voted to cats. Support therefore has 
been very poor, politics rampant. 

C. H. Jones, who published Ameri- 
ca’s first cat magazine, wrote the fol- 
lowing in Volume 1, Number 1, dated 
July 27, 1912 of “The Cat Courier” 
concerning cat magazines: 

“Many who read this will remem- 
ber Mr. Barker, one of the first to 
import cats to this country, a true 
lover of the cat.” He advised the 
writer not to start “The Cat Jour- 
nal.” He said, “You will find that 
the ladies are quitters, and they are 
net advertisers.” This | found out 
to my sorrow. 

“When we say they are not adver- 
tisers, we mean that it frightens 
them as a rule to spend any con- 
siderable amount for advertising, 
looking upon the money spent as 
thrown away. A man goes at it dif- 
ferently. He knows that to make 
any business a success he must 
appropriate a certain amount of his 
receipts for advertising whether 
business is good or bad. If you look 
over the field you will see that those 
who have stuck to it and liberally 
advertised here, without exception, 
succeeded. 

“Mrs. Brace can not run a paper 
without advertising support any 
more than | could. This suppor must 
not be for one week, but for all the 
time and it must be liberal. Figure 
to spend at least $5 in advertising 
on every cat or kitten you sell.” 


Fireman Ed Kennedy of Truck 108, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., has received the Pad- 
dy Reilly Hero medal for the rescue 
of two kittens from a burning house.

Twenty-seven show cats have earned the title of 1949 
All-Eastern and to qualify for the title of All American 
and perhaps Cat of the Year. 

The group is fourteen less than the total number 
named last year, because of the ruling wherein a cat 
must score at least 25 points in competition before being 
granted a sectional title. Heretofore, the top scoring cat 
of each color, breed and sex was automatically given the 
ranking, irregardless of point score. 

Massachusetts led in the parade of states with seven, 
followed by New York and New Jersey with six each; Con- 
necticult with 5; and Pennsylvania, Rhode Island and 
New Hampshire, one each. 

Top scoring feline is the Siamese Seal Point female, 
Doneraile Drusilla, owned by Mr. and Mrs. Sven Nelson of 
Braintree, Mass. Best opposite is the Cream male, Long- 
hill’s Lightning, a Cream male, owned by Mr. A. De Santis 
of Oakland, N. J., which barely nosed out Lavender Liberty, 
a Blue male, owned by Miss Elsie Hydon of Bogota, N. J., 
and Rosegate’s Patsy Ann, the Blue Cream, owned by Mrs. 
Mabel Lafayette of Arlington Heights, Mass., both of which 
were tied with total points scored.

Ma Wears A Dress Of Wire — And Likes It! ! 


Ma Cat has owned us for over ten 
years. My son gave her this name be- 
cause she had so many kittens. Now 
she is a spay. 

Several years ago, Ma developed a 
small raw sore on her hip which re- 
sembled mange, and itched severely. 
She licked so vigorously that a bleed- 
ing wound as large as a silver dollar 
resulted. The veterinarian tried nu- 
merous ointments, all of which Ma 
licked off. 

Due to the postwar rubber short- 
age, the veterinarian was unable to 
obtain an inflated collar to prevent 
the cat from getting to the wound. 

Now she must be kept from licking 
—but how? 

Since I had been a First Aid Instruc- 
tor, why not “improvise” for my cat? 


So Ma and I made a dress! We 
sewed the bulged screen of a food 
strainer over the hip of dress. Ma 
tore the screen to shreds! Then she 


wriggled right out of six-more dresses, 
but the seyenth was a success! This 
model consisted of cloth straps made 
into a harness which conformed to 
the anatomy of a cat. The skirt, with 
five pleats, covered only her back and 
was sewed to the waist-band of har- 
ness. Cloth straps, attached to skirt, 
looped under each hind leg. With a 
scrap of 4 mesh hardware cloth, 4 x 4 
inches square, we made a wire shield. 

We cut the wire from one side to 
the center, then bent it around so 
that wire overlapped wire, thus caus- 
ing a bulge in the entire piece. The 
bulge was to keep wire from touching 
the wound. Sharp edges were framed

with cloth strips then shield was 
sewed over hip of dress and cloth 
under wire cut out.

air, and could easily be observed, It 
healed completely. 

But when the dress was discarded, 
Ma started licking again! The fluoro- 
scope revealed a tiny speck, either 
dirt or a bird-shot lodged in the joint. 
It was too deeply embedded for re- 
moval as there was danger of severing 
a nerve, during operation. If this hap- 
pened, Ma would be paralyzed in that 
leg. Our veterinarian said that the 
speck caused no pain, only itching 
once in a while. In time, he said, this 
“foreign-matter” might shift position 
so that an operation would be pos- 
sible. He advised that Ma continue 
wearing the dress. Three veterinarians 
at the hospital stated that such a

Massachusetts Woman Sues Tabby For 10 Grand — Wins! 


Mrs. Annie Pesane of Jamaica Plain, 
Mass., sued Buster, a male tabby cat, 
for $10,000 and was awarded $9,149.50 
by the Suffolk Superior Court, after 
the jury deliberated for four hours. 


The rich feline was owned by the 
late Woodbury Rand of Brookline, and 
the action was brought against the 
Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Com- 
pany, executors of the will of Rand, 
whose pet cat used to eat with him at 
the table. The lawyer left an estate of 
$132,755, with $40,000 of it going to 
Buster. A former housekeeper, Mar- 
garet Thompson, who entered Rand’s 
employ two years earlier than Mrs. 
Pesane was bequeathed $40,000 also, 
but seven of Rand’s cousins were cut 
off without a cent because their atti- 
tude towards Buster was contemptous. 

Attorney J. Newton Esdaile revealed 
the following in his opening address 
before Judge J. Arthur Baker and the 
jury, in handling the case for Mrs. 
Pesane: 

“In 1918, Rand hired Annie, then a 
young woman, born in Dublin and 


having little education, and she 

worked for him. She was to come in 

on Mondays and work from 8 a.m. 

to 6 p.m. as his scrubwoman, being 

paid $1.50 a day.” 

Then at Christmas in 1924, she be- 
came a regular member of the house- 
hold staff at that wage, on the promise 
that Rand would leave her $10,000 in 
his will. From 1924 to 1937 she re-

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It was in 1938 that the Fazio
